On o41, it seems, 1995 will sce 
the very end of the fuel with a 
oteadily increasing crisis for 
petrol probably occurring from 
1980-85. Motor manufacturing 
and the air induetry are not yet 
preprred. It is clear thst petrol 
powered motor vehiclco are reaching 
the end of their dominance in 
transport and the increace in air 
flights will have to end very soon. 
Air trancport is possibly the out- 
standing case of waste, not only 
in terme of energy but also for 
the human distroos caused through 
accidents. Man pays dearly for 
thcse symbols of prestige in the 
modern world. 


With a growing awareness of the 
mistaken increasing emphasis on 
the use of oil for the generation 
of electricity it is clear that 
coal will make a comeback, but 
there is not the potontial to 
avert the crisis, which is simply 
an energy gap. Naturally during 
the decade of growing scarcity 
the price of oil will increase as 
will the bargaining power of the 
Arab oil producing countries 
where 60% of the world's oil ex- 
ists. Saudi Arabia and Iran pose 
the possibility of a reversal of 
roles in world power. Incident- 
ally Ian Smith is likely to be a 
sure fatality of the oil shortage 
a9 Nigeria has a sizeable suprly, 
over which the Biofran war was 
fought, and the Nigerian Govern- 
ment will not ollow a settlement 
with Smith. 


The manner in which yhese pre~ 
dictable facts are outlined tends 
to be serious and full of doon. 
There is, however, the joyful 
side, the fact that modern wars 
are difficult to fight without 
oil is apparent with the enforced 
atopping of American B 52's in 
Vietnam. The decrease of air 
transport and the end of the motor

In Eritsin the imminenece of cri- 
sin is linely to be extremely in- 
portant. Motor rcanufacturing 
takes up o vust stpply of lebour 
and it is central to the econory. 
Enoch Powell, it strikes the ob- 
server, is not lurking in the 
wines for nothing. 


Nuclear power is full of risks 
and the impression conveyed is 
that the problem of disposing 
safely of radioactive waste is in- 
soluble. tMuclear onergy is not 
likely to fill the energy gap and, 
personally, I wonder at the poten- 
tiel of the various sources of 
energy described in the final 
programme. Basically the sun was 
the main source of power described 
but the contribution of wind, 
water, the mocn, hydrogen and hot 
Springs were also described. 
There's very little work being 
done on these sources of energy 
and doubtless they will be ex- 
vlored more fully in the near 
future. The other alternative is 
to decrease energy consumption 
throughout the world. 


fo the anarchist the position is 
intriguing and one notices a 
thread of hope in the “dicaster" 
envisaged in the energy criois. 
It io certainly an important fac- 
tor to work into any formulation 
of anarchist alternatives for the 
modern world, as so imaginatively 
conveyed by Ivan Illich'’s advo- 
cacy Of bicycle power. For the 
developing countries of the world 
material scarcity is familiar and 
the rich world's demand for energy 
is an opportunity to bargain with 
skill and determination; however 
it is so often the power elites of 
the developing countries who bene- 
fit and not the whole population, 
nevertheless, the very items that 
spur those elites aro the results 
of the exploitation of resources 
that are growing scarce. There's 
not only going to be an ene rR 
gap and an energy crunch - but a 
power crunch as well. If you 
want a year for the Power Crunch, 
thon 1984 has its attractions!

Starting as is usual with ro- 
viwers by saying that Colin tani 
needs no introdvction to renders 
of FREED, WAR COMNENTARY. and 
the first serier of ANARCHY, one 
goes on to introduce him. He was 
one of the editors of FREEDOM 
from 1947 to 1960, contributing 
muck fertile thought on questions 
of the free socicty - before 
Soot eioee became trendy. Under 
the auspices of Freedom Press he 
atarted Anarchy (originally des- 
tined to de called "Autonory": 
until C.W. wae talked out of it) 
which be edited for ten yeare 
from 1961-70, achieving to a great 
de gree hic desire to make anarch- 
io= not 'respectable', for that it 
must never be, but worthy of 
respect. In thie quest it might 
eeez to some that anarchism became 
too trendy and in ite watered-down 
libertarisn presentation almost 
became respectable, only being 
gaved by such Alderzaston pursuits 
ao spreading across Whitehall and 
Seneral Duff-baiting (vividly il- 
lustrated on the dustjacket of 
this book, taken from Anarchy 28). 
Colin Ward was trained as an 
architect, lcter took up dey- 
release teaching, now edito the 
Bulletin of Environrental Educa- 
tion, hag boen editor of two Pen- 
guin educational works on "Vio- 
lence" and "Work", and has contri- 
buted to several anthologies on 
anarchiom. This io his first 
full length book (he is editing a 
book Vandalism to be published by 
the Architectural Press in August 
at £7.50). 


The preface of Anarchy in Action 
sets forth its argument that "an 


anarchist society, a society which 
orgunises itsclf without authority, 
is always in existence, like a 
secd beneath the enow, buried 
under the weight of the state and 
its bureaucracy, capitalism and 
its waste, privilege and ito in- 
juctices, nationalism and its sui- 
cidol loyalties, religious differ- 
ences and their superstitious 
separatiss". The metaphor is ‘rex 


FUTILE OCCUPATION 


DISRAELI, by Manuel Komroff, 
Bailey Bros. and Swinfen Ltd. . £1.80 


IT HAS HAPPENED 60 often that 
nationalist leaders are foreigners in 
the nation they lead that it almost 
seems like a law of nature. Napoleon 
was a Corsican, Hitler an Austrian, 
Stalin a Georgian and many of the lead- 
ers of Ireland's struggle against Eng- 
land have been either Englishmen or 
half English. So it seerns only right 
that Disraeli, English nationalist and 
imperialist, should in fact be a Jow of 
Italian and Spanish antecedents. 

Manvel Komroff's lively biography 
is written with sympathy, even enthusi- 
asm, for his subject. There is no ques- 
tion of historical detachment. Gladstone, 
Disracli's great opponent, appears as 
a hysterical, pious humbug. For all I 
know he may well have been. Disraeli 
would probably be bewildered If he 
could return today and find that 'imperi- 
alism' has become a dirty word. He 
would probably be cynically“amused by 
the fact that some of the most vociferous 
denouncers of imperialism today are 
supporters of either the American, the 
Russian or the Chinese empires, all of 
which are fairly brutal and highly 
oppressive, 

If one has a criticism to make it is 
that Manue} Komroff tends to write 
about Tsarist Russia and Bismarck's 
Germany as if they were the Soviet 
Union and Hitler's Third Reich, Power 
politics in the days before aircraft and 
nuclear weapons was a more leisurely 
affair, and (for the well-to-do) life 
was more civilised, The kidnappings, 
murderings, bombings, torturings with 
which we are so familiar today, were not 
a part of high politics. They formed part 
of the internal politics of the more back- 
ward or unsettled parts of European 
Society. No doubt many expected that 
with the spread of science, enlightenment 


and all that, such things would cease to 
happen.

able for he auoteo strongly from 
non-anerchist sources and is free 
of the incestuous self-justifica- 
tion which disfigurese much anarch- 
iot journalion, ~ 


The book doce not discuss inter- 
national politics (Ireland or 
Vietnam), the clase struggle, in+ 
dividualism, violence or non- 
violence (save for o reference 
that "A distinction has to be medc 
vetween the violence of the op- 
prescor and the resistance of th 
oppressed"). In that respect it 
will fail to appeal to those who 
believe that such issues are the| 
important issues of the anarenir! 
movenent. 


It doco, however, deal with bf 
more positive sides of anarchicr 
ao set out in the quote from the 
preface. It deals in fact with 
the oced rather than with the 
snow. Kuch of it will vec familiar 
to readers of Anerehy (first ser- 
ies) - or buyero of sets! It 
deals with anarchier vis-a-via' tic 
State; the anarchist theory of' 
epontaneous order (dincunsing th 
risings in Czcchoslovekia and Ru :- 
rary); the question of leaderah p 
touching on ‘job osticfaction); 
the question of the applicabil 
of anarchicm to complex societia.: 
an cxamination of federation a 
decentrslisation; considcratio 
on planning: housing and the 
growth of oquatting; the fanily; 
schools and de-ochooling; adven-\ 
ture playgrount> snd comunity 


It is ironic that the empire which 
Disracli sought to modernise and rcor- 
ganise had only about seventy years still 
to go when he diced. (One can only spec- 
ulate on what he would have thought of the 
campaigns against the Southern Arabian 
revolutionaries, against Anguilla and 
Iceland.) Empire-building is one of the 
most futile occupations of man. The 
outburst of energy which leads a small 
country to dominate a large part of the 
earth soon burns itself out. Then the 
small country is exhausted, spiritually 
and sometimes physically, and falls prey 
to more powerful neighbours or just be- 
comes a backwater. 

What is puzzling is that highly educa- 
ted people, who presumably know a bit, of 
history, never seem to be able to apply 
their knowledge to their time and place. 
Greed and idealism, mixed together, 
drive them forward to seize as much of 
the world as they can, regardless of 
ultimate consequences to the country 
they claim in all sincerity to be serving, 
‘Politics’, we are told, ‘is the art of the 
possible’, and politiclans seem to be 
singularly helpless people, very much at 
the mercy of events, which ultimately 
means at the mercy of obscure social 
forces which sweep through human 
communities.

and a Plausible Future". 


I find little to quarrel with in 
this book. I welcome Colin Ward'o 
apparent acceptance of ‘permanent 
anarchiom' (even if under the snow) 
rather than the face-saving for- 
mulae of ‘permanent protest’. 


Pactually I can only quarrel 
with Colin Ward's acceptance of 
Rowen Engineering Co. oe an ex- 
ample of paternalistic workers' 
control.

Let us look at and emulate the 
patient resolution of the Quakers. 
They have conquered without arms - 
without violerce - without threats. 
They conaucred by union." 

It ig a theusand pities that 
Shelley's poer was not published 
in 1819. It did not come out un- 
til 1832. By thet time the poli- 
ticsl climate had become much 
milder.

The Iniustry Act 
which is used to give financial 
support "where it is likely ‘o 
cenefit the econony of the United 
Kingdom". Power over prices and 
power to demand information under 
the Counter-Inflation Act about 
companies. "For example, when a 
monopoly existed, or where o mer- 
ger proposal came in, Government 
would itself be acquainted with 
oll the facts and figures and fore 
forecasts of th: major firces pro- 
pocing to nerge". 


He even mentions an “unfair 
practice" us defined for trade 
union activities in the present 
Industrial Relations act which 
could be used in a Companies Act 
againot "asset stripping or 
insider-deuling". 


Tnese and the other points are 
hardly, by any stretch otf the ima- 
Sination, steps towards workers' 
control. All these measures were 
taken by government in order to 
essic+ the present profit-motive 
system. The Labour Party when 
they formed the governzent took 
similar measures and were only di- 
verted from bringing in their own 
Inaustrial Relations Act when they 


~to achieve "Socielion". 


Sow that they would alienate too 
much of their traditional su;port 
The neaoures viouglized in this 
pamphlet are thoce of Governncnt 
ard State control. The structure 
necessary tO secure workers’ gon- 
trol has nothing to do with Gov- 
erncert and the State, oince if 
power is invested with these in- 
stitutions it could lead to a 
Corporate State. 


The parphiet mentions a state- 
ment made by Tony Benn &.FP. and 
recelled ty Peter Price which said, 
"Af you expect Socieliam through a 


,Parlianentary system, you've got

History is full of examples of 
"Socinlist” governments holding 
back the true aspiraticns cf wor- 
kers and peasants in their desire 
for tahing over and controlling 
their work places. History also 
shows us that legislation is not 
needed but only the consciourc 
desire ty pecple for control of 
their own lives. Whenever the 
rower of the State hes teen broken 
we find workers and peasants 
seizing their work places and the 
land and working for the benefit 
of the community. Russis, Mexico 
and Spain chcw vs how politica) 
parties, government and the State 
take away the initiative from the 
people whc were striving for 
liberty. 


Workers’ control is resl deci- 
sion raking by these who work with 
hand and brain. it hss nothing to 
do with governzent and the State, 
but ic its opposite in that it 
proclaims people's independence 
from these inetitutionn of power 
ané oppression. The class neture 
of-oociety dividee thoye who aro 
rulers snd ruled, controllers ond 
controlled. While government and 
the institutions of the State ex- 
ist theee struggles snd conflicts 
will remain. Until these inetitu- 
tions sre abolished real worrcra' 
control will net exist, only an 
isitation which the State ill 
limit and swatch over.

Squatti 
ACCOKDING to governnent figures 
which were headlined a few wees 


ago there are 100,000 expty houses 
in London. 


According to my guess there are 
no more than 3,000 squatters in 
London, occupying no more than 500 
houses. 


It means that 995,000 houses are 
stil] empty. Why? Why do people 
prefer to search for rented roons 
when they could be living rent- 
free? 


Squatting is like jumping over a 
cliff, and all of us think thet if 
you jump horrible things will hap- 
pen to you. 


I remember the fears I had when 
I was going squatting. Firstly I 
thought my rcom will be insecure, 
shat everybody will be wandering 
in and cut - @ thing I was not 
accustomed to - then I thought any 
Gay the bailiffs may come and 
throw my belonginge out into the 
etreet when I heppen to be out, or 
that the police will come and 
throw you out. Then I thovght I 
will lose all my privste rpocsses- 
sions, like my books, my type- 
writer, my bicycle. 


But I had no choice. I was un- 
der eviction and I had to get out 
of my rented accommodation. 


I went to Camden where I knew 
sone squatters and sesked for a 
room. I was told there are 2,000 
empty houses in Camden and the 
thing to do is to find yourself 
one, do the repairing, move in 
and live there. 


The Charrington Street squat was 
juct opening up and I care here. I 
entered the next empty hcuse and a 
depressing feeling overcaze me - 
how low can ao cen sink, I thought, 
eas I went invide. The rooms were 
@ark, corrugeted on the windows, 
floor-toaords up, electric wires 
stripped down for ocrap, the lead 
water pipe ripped out for scrap, 
Gas cut off. Toilets smeshed and 
sink ripped out together with the 
window frames. 


But I was homeless and this wes 
the only roof over my head I could 
find, se I tock it. 


I selected two roome for my- 
self, got a lergth of 13 omp 
electric cable and ran a point to 
ny 'flat'. Now I could have 
lights, electric heater, an elec- 
tric kettle. I put the floor- 
boerds back in again, gave it a 
&00d sweep out with the broom, 
brought in some furniture from 
otner derelict houses, rearrarged 
ny things - bookshelves, mattress, 
besutified the flat a bit and left 
the rest of the house in its dere- 
lict condition. 


I hod to fetch water in a bucket 
from two houscs away, and use 
ejther a public toilet or my 
neighbours’. 


I put a lock on the door, and I 
felt happy and secure. I got to 
like my now flat, and I liked the 
pioneering spirit of the other 
squatters who kept pouring in. 
And I was living rent-free. 


I shall continue with the story 
next week.

Uf ‘anarchism! were acceptable ag a 
synonym for 'individualiam!' there would 
be no necd to speak of ‘anarchist Indi- 
vidualism', However, certain pro- 
fessed anarchists object to individualiam 
and emphasize tho ‘free socicty’ rather 
than the 'free individual’. Indeed, some 
go so far as to proclaim the need to

Can one call oneself an anarchist, yet

J ask the queation because the defining 
of an anarchist has bocome so bound up 
with what Francis Ellingham once called 
‘the socialised mind!’ that few appear to 
bo able to think of anarchism apart from 
game concept of a social transformation, 


The socialieed mind means that 'wo tend 
to think more and moro in terms of soci- 
ety ae a whole, less and less in terms 

of the unique hwman individual, Con- 
fronted with any economic or social 
problem, we tend to look for a solution 
which will at best enable society to go 
on functioning, amoothly and efficiently, 
according to some idea) plan' (Anarchy, 
May 1966). 

The reault of thie ls that an anarchist 
is thought of not as someone who negates 
authority for himself or herself, but as 
someone who wants to negate authority 
for everyone and therefore has to postu- 
late a future state of affairs in which this 
universal negation will be realized. Up 
to now almost all commentators on anar- 
chism - including somo individualista - 
have accepted this view. 

ldo not. 

Jn his remarkable and important 
novel Journey Not To End (Panther 
1966), Paul Herr writes 

‘A State is a State is a State, Even 
Revolution, which promises to change 
All, changes only the personnel, not 
the System ~ the guards and the prison- 
ors exchange stations, as ina children's 
game of musical chairs. 

‘A man can only lberate himself by 
himsclf and for himself, There ia no 
other way - all else is madness or 
collaboration. ' 

It 3¢ for this reason, among others, 
that I doubt very much if the 'social 
question’ can ever be solved in an 
anarchist manner, Social organiza- 
tion and individual autonomy are per- 
petual antinomics. But the anarchist 
opposition to authority still stands and 
is the negative aspect of the individu- 
alist mode of being.

For me, then, an anarchist is someone 
who acknowledges no authority, not 
even that of Anarchy, Iaccept that I 
cannot destroy archism, nor do I be- 
lieve that it will evor be destroyed, 
but J can still refuse to be its creature, I 
can be my own, belonging to neither State 
nor Socicty. An anarchist is a permanent 
outsider, To be cn marge is all that an

Government will not allow 
the major British car manufacturer 
to sink or disappear abroad but, 
rather, will refloat, another lame 
duck. Nor will the strong shop 
floor organisation at BLUG be 
cooking their own goose.

work for the local comunity and 

a previous jail sentence for sel- 
ling narcotics, was an obvious 
choice for a frame-up. Williams 
received moncy from the police and 
charges of theft were dropped for 
his testizony. The Buffalo police 
hud told Williams that they conei- 
dered Sootre to be “the cause” of 
the riots in 1967. 


Sostro io still in jail a year 
nfter Williare has admitted his 
filee evidence. Sostre has re- 
leased statements documenting 
that he has been regulerly beaten, 
threatened and horassed while in 
prison. 


The new evidence of Williems's 
faj}ne testimony has been presarted 
in the Federa} Court but a deci- 
sion to release Soetre on bail and 
grant a new trial is not expected 
for two or three months. 


In the meantime Soetre remaino 
in solitary confinement in Unit 
14 at Clinton Prison. The Martin 
Sostre Defense Committee say he 
"has beer. segregated for 8 monthe 
exieting under the most cruel con- 
ditione imaginable". The Defense 
Committee want letters of protest 
at the ccentinuel harassment to bo 
sent to Commissioner Peter Preiser,
